GERMANS CHECKED 


Paris, Aug. 9.—French soldiers are pressing forward in Alsace-Lorraine. A German defending arm^ 
has been driven hack on the fortress of Muelhansen, which is now being besieged by the invaders. The 
town of Altl^ch has been taken by the French, who are advancing in full force from Belfort. In the 
nort h the French from Nancy have clashed with titejOermans at a point inside Luxemburg. The war 
office claims a victory in the preliminary skirmishing and says the engagements have taken on the pro¬ 
portions of a general battle. 

The French minister of war gives the following official account of the occupation of Muelhausen, in 
Alsace-Lorraine, by the French Saturday: “During the march from Altkirch the French forces passed 
the abandoned earthworks and defences of Muelhansen The populace came out from the town and in 
a frensy of delight welcomed the French troops. The cavalry galloped through the streets and pursued 
the German rear guard. The French established themselves north of Muelhausen. 

“Bout is the only word with which to describe the German retreat. The French losses were not 
excessive when the result is considered. The occupation of 
lectual centre of 'Alsace, will reverberate through Europe. 

“The Germans retired in the direction of Neu Breisach. 
them and aggravate their position.” 

The minister of war sent a congratulatory telegram to General Joffre, saying; “This initial suc¬ 
cess will have a moral effect In bringing profound satisfaction to the nation. 1 thank you in the name 
of the government.” 

It was nightfall Friday when the advance guard of the French brigade approached Altkirch, says 
the official statement. The French began the assault with ardor, a regiment distinguishing itself in a 
furious charge, shortly after which the Germans retired in disorder. ' 

A regiment of French cavalry followed the enemy, pursuing them in the direction of Wallheim and 
Tngolischen, inflicting serious losses upon them. A French colonel and seven of his men were wounded. 
Darkness permitted the Germans to conceal themselves and the troops of France entered the city amid 
cheers the people. All the windows of the houses were thrown open, veterans of 1870 embraced the 
French soldlm and a great shout resounded. 

At dawn the advance guard reslimed its march. The cavalry faiCM to'find German patrols,~and the 
march of the entire brigade on Muelhansen was begun. 

In the afternoon of Saturday the scouts found that numerous and important defences protecting the 
city had'been abandoned and in less than half an hour later the French, wildly cheering the tricolor, 
occupied Melhausen. Later it was learned that the Germans had retired in the direction of Neu Brei¬ 
sach. The spirit of the troops was excellent and the occupation of the city will have a great effect. 

General Joffre, who has received the congratulations of the war department, addressed a proclama¬ 
tion to Alsace, saying that the French soldiers were the first workers in a great task of revenge.

day and to-day throwing up entrenchments between the twelve forts 
surrounding Liege. The work has been pushed forward without ces¬ 
sation night and day with the idea of rendering the city impregnable. 

The heavy guns used by the German artillery during their bom¬ 
bardment of Liege were six-inch weapons.

•The public must not expect a naval 
battle or a decisive naval actloti im¬ 
mediately, since In all likelihood Ad¬ 
miral von Tlrplts may decide that the 
time has not yet arrived for the Ger¬ 
man fleet to challenge to a trial of 
strength. 

’’Unless the teachers of modern naval 
strategy are mistaken, It should be the 
object of Germany to begin by a suc¬ 
cession of attempts to reduce the Brit- « 
leh preponderance In material strength. 

"Whnt we have I>een led to expect 
under such conditions Is a kind of pre¬ 
liminary warfare between torpedo croft 
and similar auxiliaries on both sides. 

“On the other hand, It Is equally pos¬ 
sible that two causes—the pressure of 
public opinion in Germany and the 
nuiurul desire of any young navy to 
prove Itself—rriay have their effect.*^ 
“When they begin to feel the effect 
of maritime Htrangiilation the German 
pei^jile will surely want some use to be 
made of their ships. These causes may 
lead to an earlier appearance of the 
German fleet In the North sea than 
luis been predicted by the strategical 
experts. 

' Should the German fleet, however, 
refuse uitlon for a time, this does not 
preclude engagements of separate 
squadrons, single ships and flotillas 
apart from the main fleet. They, how¬ 
ever, are most unlikely to have any « 
decisive action on the progress of the 
war.” 

The war office announces that the 
Maharaja] of Nepal has offered tho 
entire military resources r-f his Inde- 
Tjcndcnt kingdom to the British gov¬ 
ernment. Other Independent kingdoms 
are making gimllar offers. 

The Maharajah of Nepal is a major 
in the British army. Ills regular army 
nutnbers 80.0(»0 men. with an auxiliary 
force of 2&0 guns. The majority of hls 
troops are of the Gurka tribe, the most 
famous soldiers In India. 

A St. Pdersburg dispatch to the 
London Times says that not a single 
correspondent win be allowed with the 
Russian army headquarters staff This 
decision has be* n reached after mature 
conslderailf.n and by stringent orders M 
from the emperor to the minister of 
W'nr, and there will be no departure j 
from It.
